Papan Will Endeavor to Have Modifi- 
cations Made in Treaty When 
it is Reserved 



Paris, June 7.— One of lit 
ate results uf tho Franco-Japan en- 
tente, which is on llio point uf being 
signed, lias boon the tender by France 
of her good offices to the United 
States in case she can be of service 
in promoting a complete understand- 
ing between the United States and 
Japan covering their respective inter- 
ests In the far 4 east. 

Franco believes that the United 
States should become a party to the 
series of ententes rocently arrived at 
between the powers, guaranteeing Ihe 
status quo in the east, and the best 
means of avoiding future complica- 
tions und misunderstandings, and lias 
formally communicated to the United 
States government her readiness, now 
or in the future, to further negotia- 
tions in that direction. The Washing- 
ton government, while not availing It- 
seif o£ France's services, expressed In 
its reply Us deep sensibility and ap- 
preciation of her friendly offer. 
"Thank You" 

Washington, June 7.— While the 
American government admits receiv- 
ing the French tender of good offices 
to promote a stable understanding be- 
tween the United Stales and Japan. 
tb«' practical use to which such a 
tender can be put Is not regarded as 
apparent at the present time. The 
only negotiations between tho United 
States and Japan which can be said 
to be pending or likely to be subjecte 
of Intercourse In the near future, re- 
late to the terms of a possible Immi- 
gration treaty. Nothing whatever has 
arisen between the two nations to pre- 
clude the most straightforward and 
direct dealing on this question, and 
consequently the point at which the 
otter of France could be availed of 
In this connection la not apparent. 
From a diplomatic view point the San 
Francisco Incident is closed. The way 
has been pointed .out whereby those 
Japanese who were injured as the re- 
sult of u mol> attack can recover dam- 
ages from San Francisco.

A few days later some eight or ten 
of this number met, and without send- 
ing notices or otherwise informing the 
other ninety of their meeting or in- 
tention, elected a chairman a recep- 
tion committ.-e, a fireworks commit- 
tee, corresponding secretaries, and a 
general committee of management.

SCARCITY OF LABOR

Shortage of Workers Interferes 
With Filling In James 
Bay Flats 



All preparations for the fruit, 
shrubbery and flower exhibit, repre- 
sentative of the .sou thorn end of Van- 
couver Island, Which will bo entered 
at the Winnipeg exposition next month 
have been completed. The details are 
well In hand, as was .shown by the re- 
ports received at a meeting of the 
general committee In charge of the ar- 
rangements held yesterday afternoon 
at the rooms of the Victoria Develop- 
ment and Tourist Association. It has 
been decided that the display will bo 
placed i:: th-? centre of the British 
Columbia building. It will be in the 
shape of two crescents joining at the 
centre and circling outward, shrubbery 
flowers and grain being shown at the 
ends, while on the respective sides will 
bo fruit and hulbs and a picture gal- 
lery.. The latter, IJ. L'Utllbert, secre- 
tary of th,; association, explained, 
would include views o£ local scenery 
and illustrations of the most beautiful 
of the suburban resorts of the vicinity. 

This outline of the design of the 
display was received with favor and, 
after some discussion, was endorsed 
unanimously. Upon Inquiry a state- 
ment was submitted hy the finance

OFFICIAL REPORT OS 
"ALL-RED" PROJECT 



Sir Wilfrid Laurier's Speech 
Introducing Subject At Col- 
onial Conference 



Sir Wilfrid Lauricr, in proposing his 
all-British mail route scheme at the 
laef sitting of the eolonial conference 
in London, introduced a question 
which aroused much discussion and 
interest. 

In an editorial on the work of the 
conference the London Times con- 
cluded with the following- remarks: 

"An all British route through Can- 
ada to Australasia was the subject 
which mainly occupied the last sitting 
of the conference. Sir Wilfrid Lattr- 
ier moved a resolution in favor of the 
establishment of a new mail service 
which would bring Halifax within 
four days of England and Vancouver 
within "eight days. From that point 
ho hopes that the service may be con- 
tinued across the Pacific at a speed 
of eighteen knots, though lie evident- 
ly doubts whether this ideal could be 
immediately realized. But the prime 
minister of New Zealand was not sat- 
isfied with Ids proposal. It would 
liQt, he said, bring his colony any 
nearer In point of time than the Sanity" J 
Francisco service had clone. What ] in 
New Zealand wants is to he brought : wav 
within twenty days' Journey of the | sul ' 
Mother Country, and she would be j tsLln 
willing. Kir Joseph Ward declares

Deakin that the 
scheme should be submitted to ex- 
perts, together with any proposals 
which Australia or others might make 
in regard to the Suez canal route.

New Zealand's Ideals 

Sir Joseph Ward was disappointed 
at the suggested speed. The time via 
Vancouver would only be the same 
as that which they had enjoyed via 
San Francisco, namely, 27 or 28" days. 
If they only obtained a speed equal 
to this, they in New Zealand would 
not be satisfied. They . provided £40,- 
000 now, but they would sooner give 
as much as £ 100,000 towards a swift 
mail service that would bring New 
Zealand within 20 days of England, 
but not for an 18 knot service. They 
were willing to give their propotlon 
lor tho fast service from England to 
'Canada, say between 22 and 24 knots, 
which would bring Vancouver within 
eight days of England. 

With regard to the Pacific service, 
he admitted that cargo from England 
was not to be expected, but only from 
the Pacific coast of Canada. The 
greater proportion of cargo from Aus- 
tralia is carried by tramp ships. fie 
felt that a larger subsidy was want- 
ed. But if the service were to go first 
to Sydney, and then to New Zealand, 
New Zealand would refuse to contrl- 
mute. Sydney must, in his opinion, 
be the terminal port, and the mail 
steamers would require to remain at 
Sydney for fully a week: to then come 
on to New Zealand would make such 
a service not wortli a large subsidy 
from New Zealand, whereas by touch- 
ing at a New Zealand port the steam- 
ers wotdd remain only a few hours, 
and then on to the terminal port, and 
stay there for coaling, overhauling, 
etc., for a week. The alternative 
would be for them to run a service via 
San Francisco, as they had done be- 
fore. This was a gnat opportunity 
to get an all-British route. He argued 
in favor of a 21-knol service, and 
lUite prepared to face a large 
ly of £ 100.000 a year from Bri- 
tain, Canada, Australia and New Zea- 
land; third class accommodation pro- 
vided on such mute would induce H 
flow of immigrants, and New Zealand 
would rather spend her money In that 
way than give a direct grant for 
emigration: their principle would be 
to give their support to an all-British 
route and a fortnightly .service.

Government Criticism 

Mr. Lloyd-George expressed his re- 
gret that the proposal of Sir Wilfrid 
Eaurlei' had not been put forward 
in sufficient time to enable his maj- 
esty's government to put forward 
their considered views. He pointed 
out that the discussion which has 
just taken place indicated how dif- 
ficult the problem was and he agreed 
with Mr. Deakin that It was a matter 
Which ought to be gone Into by ex- 
perts. For instance, the cost of such 
a scheme might prove to be absolute- 
ly prohibitive Is a great speed were 
required.

On that last trip north of the fish- 
ery protection cruiser Kestrel, the 
fishing steamer Manhattan, an Am- 
erican bottom, operated from Van- 
couver by liic Xew England Fish 
company, the latter vessel narrowly 
escaped capture by Hie government 
ship. The Manhattan was seen In 
close proximity to the three-mile lim- 
it, and ofllcers of the Kestrel were of 
opinion that she was Inside the I 
prescribed /.one, but as there was a I 
doubt no action was taken. The Man- I 
hattan soon afterward steamed fur- i 
ther to sea. it Is generally consider- 
ed that the Kestrel cannot protect 
thi' northern fishing banks, even when i 
the vessel Is cruising to the north. 
Officers of the steamer say at least 
twq vessels arc necessary. With two 
fishery cruisers one would be able to 
remain always on the fishing grounds 
to see that the laws were not broken. 
As it Is the Kestrel makes a periodi- 
cal cruise north, and the fishermen 
know the times of her comings and 
goings, with the result that the alien 
craft are always within the law when 
the cruiser is a; the ashing grounds. 

Tin' vessel is forced te return peri- 
odically for coal and provisions, and 
there is a free fishing ground 
while she' is aw u> . 



EVERETT G. GRIGGS 

Victoria Vessel Sails Today on Anoth- 
er Voyage With a Large 
Lumber Cargo 

The six-masted barkontlne Everett 
G. Griggs, of Victoria, Capt Delano, 
after shipping a crew at Esquimau, 
will sail today l'or the antipodes with 
over two and a quarter million feet 
of lumber, from Chemainus. The Ev- 
erett G. Griggs, although she has sail- 
ed fur but two years as a barken tine, 
has made Victoria famous in the ports 
of the seven seas as the home of the 
only six masted barkentine in thta 
sailing fleets of the world's shipping. 
The vessel was formerly the German 
ship Columbia, which was dismas- 
ted off the Vancouver island coast 
some years ago and towed to Esqui- 
mau, almost a wreck, by the Nor- 
wegian steamer Norman Isles, which 
vessel was paid several thousand 
dollars salvage. The Griggs was in 
danger of going ashore on the Van- 
couver Island coast, when rescued, in 
fact her master had thrown several 
bottles overheard with messages, be- 
lieving that n.. one would survive If 
the vessel went ashore. After lying 
at Esquimau for some time the ves- 
sel was sold t'> a local syndicate and 
renamed the Lord Wolseley, being 
registered as a British vessel at this 
port. It was afterward decided to 
re-rig the vessel and she was convert- 
ed into a six-masted barkentine. The 
Griggs Is a fast sailer and can he 
economically handled. Where square- 
rigged ships with much less carrying 
capacity than she has to carry crews 
totalling from 25 to li.", men. the Ev- 
erett »5. Griggs has hut nineteen all 
told. 



The United States government while 
prohibiting its citizens from engaging 
in pelagic sealing does not interfere 
with the practice of otter-hunting, 
and several small schooners are year- 
ly engaged In thi, business.
